Creameries, operated under the most scientific 
methods, that pay cach for the butter fat, are 


conveniently located in all the farming districts. 


Clatsop County has an income that is truly 
remarkable in amount ana -aaracter, and shows 
why so little of the harder work has been dore. 

From lumbering, fishing, government expendi- 
tures, summer tourists to the beaches, and ship-
